AOIIAVOE FOK THE UEPUULIQAN PART*.— 


THE QUESTION OF INCOME AND OUTGO.— 
SIIALLTHIi; GOVERNMENT PAY ITS DEBTS 


OR EREOT BUILDINGS? 


[From tho Boston Herald.J 


Iu the Presidential campaign of 1872 Mr. 


Boutwell proved evidently to his own satis- 
faction, that our government under Grant's 
administration iu his first term was more 
economical than it was under any Demo- 
cratic administration previous to tho war. 
Thin in face of tho fact that tho ordinary ex- 
penditures, exclusive of the interest on the 
public debt and pensions, which wero ex- 
penses entailed by the war, woro three times 
as much as they had ever been before the 
\?ar. It makes little difference whether Mr. 
Boutwell believed what ho said or not. 
Figures 
can 
bo 
mado to do 
strange 


things, especially Iu Presidential campaigns; 
but no 
candid 
observer 
can 
fail lo 


see that public expenditures are mado now 
on R scab that would uot havo been ven- 
tured upon before tho war. Tho llopubli- 
cau party is not altogether lo blame for 
this. Any other party, in tho same circum- 
stances, would have been likely lo fall into 
tha same courses. The enormous expend- 
itures of tho war accustomed tho wholo peo- 
ple to largo figures. Tho demoralization of 
tho currency, and tho ease with which wlmfc 
answered tho purpose of money was turned 
out by tho public printing press, caused us 
to think less of n dollar thnn wo did when 
we knew what it was worth. Thousands of 
sudden fortunes made during tho war nlno 
tended to private nnd public extravagant.

hard to contract espouses. Congress today 
expends ten millions with ns littlo consider- 
ation ns it expended ouo before tho war. 
Takd tho expenditures for [public buildings 
as nu example. From 1851 lo 1855, inclu- 
sive, tho average expenditure for public 
buildings wns just about ono million dollars n 
year. From 1851! to 13M), inclusive, it was 
about 32,^00,000 ft year, but in. tho last two 
years of Buchanan's administration it was 
below this average, on nccour.t of tho .hard 
times after tho panic of 1S57. 
In 185S it 


was $1,871,312; in 1850, $850,135. 
Now 


turn to recent figures. Wo havo hnd anoth- 
er panic, and hard times calling for tho most 
rigid economy. 
The national finances are 


in a bad way, and Cong-i-oss is about to in- 
crease taxation in order to meet expenses. 
But for tho year whic'u ondod Juno MO, 1S7S» 
wo find that tho expenditures for pub- 
lic buildings 
were

for tho last fiscal year, which ended June 
30,1374, they woro §8,517,415. Tho ap- 
propriations made for this purpose last year 
amounted to §8,356,525. I which, together 
with tho unexpected balance left over, put 
fifteen million dollars into the hands of tho 
public architect for expenditure on public 
buildings this year.

THE LOUISIANA LEGISLATURE. 


LVW;MAKEKS wiio gAN'T BEAD PKIXT.-A 


FILTHY LEOISLATIVE HALL.-A HOENK OF 


OONFCSIOX.—A TUBE BLOODED AFRICAN 


TAUNTS A "V.ELLOW 
MOKE'' 
ON HIS 


"UNSURE rAKENTAOE."

A majority of tho members of the legisla- 


ture now in session in Kow Orleans aro even 
more ignorant than tho men who call tlioni- 
solvos representatives of tho people in the 
two atates mentioned [South Carolina and 
Mississippi.] This is particularly true of 
the lower house. It is no exaggeration to 
state that half tho members of that body aro 
unable to read print. Nearly all of them are 
negroes who a fow years ago were laborers 
on rice and sugar plantations. Tho fow 
white men in tlio assembly are not much 
better qualified for their positions than are 
their black associates. 
Yesterday I visited 


tho state houso. * * * I had some little 
difficulty iu passing through tho crowd that 
blocked up tho principal of these entrances, 
and after having uouo so, found myself in 
tho midst of a mass of pushing, wrangling 
negroes; they were of ell ages and colors, 
many of them being fieldhaucls who hnd 
como to town, as tney stated; '-to see 
dat legislature show. ' A country negro 
never 
comes 
into 
tho 
city 
without 


bringing something to cat and drink with 
him. Tho man who occupied tho lobby of 
the Louisiana legislature were no exception 
to tho general rule. They were all well 
supplied with bacon and corn-bread, and a 
few had brought well-filled whiskey bodies 
with them. 
The dirty floor of Iho hall was 


strewn with tho ends of half-smoked cigars, 
mouldy bits of meat, and a bone or two. 
All light and air wore exelndeil by tho hngo 
plank barricading tho windows. One sickly 
gas jet was burning, but only feuded to 
heighten tho gloom. This did not seem to 
dampen tbo spirits of tho crowd, however. 
They laughed and joked with that loud mcr. 
rimont which is peculiar to them, and seemed 
to bo the happiest people in the world: 
Frequent allusion was mado to Gen. Sheri- 
dan, ono very black man, who was evident- 
ly a person of importance, declaring to a 
group cf admiring listeners tha^ "since tho 
'rival of flat gomman all fear for tbo culled 
race not havin' of der rights was at an end." 


With great difficulty I forced my way 


through this wrangling, shouting assembly, 
and reaching tho stairway, ascended to tho 
anto-room of the representatives' chamber. 
Like tho hall below, this wag filled by ne- 
groes. They were evidently of tho better 
class, however, many of them being office- 
holders and professional politicians.

a numbar of negroes, who listened with 
great attention but evident perplexity. The 
door of tho assembly chamber was carefully 
guarded by four negro officials.

ing them, I asked politely if I might pass 
into tho hall, 
"No, sah," answered ono of 


tho men in nn exceedingly impertinent way. 
"Tho chamber is already full, and specta- 
tors don't do nuffin but disturb the proceed- 
ings." 
At this moment tho state auditor 


approached tho door, and at his request the 
doorkeeper allowed me to pass. 
Entering 


tho room, I found tho members engaged in 
a loud and eiciting debate. 
Tho space set 


apart far spectators was filled with negroes, 
who gazed with open mouthed wonder upon 
the proceedings of thoso within the circle, 
and it was only after ten minutes' diligent 
pushing that I 
succeeded 
in 
scouring

tho scene which was then presented to ma. 
Six or woven blno.k men wore on the door 
shouting liko maniacs; a number of others 
wore in their seats crying, "Order, da," 
and "Missa Speaker," at the top of tueir 
voices. In the cbiur a Jbjlhg white man 
was seated. Ho presented a very remarka- 
ble appearance. His clothes wore much too 
small for him, and had cracked in two or 
threo places. Through these holes n soiled 
shirt appeared, and in the bosom of this gar- 
ment n valuable diamond pin was placed. 
The young man wore a very dirty shirt-col- 
lar and « flaming red neek-tio. This was 
tho speaker pro tan. of tho Louisiana legis- 
lature. Above tho din created by tho mem-

could be hoard a squeaky voice issuing from 
this young man and commanding "order." 


Tho confuaion and noiso wero increased 


by tho gavel, with which ho rapped loudly 
and continually. His commands woro of no 
avail, however ; the .representatives of tno 
people would not bo silenced. At first it 
was, of courw, imposnible to discover what 
question was being so eicitodly diflouased, 
but after a time 1 became aware that tho 
debate was upon tho adoption of a report of 
the committee on elections, giving scalil to 
two Republicans who claimed to have boon 
oloctal, but who had not boon returned by 
tho board of canvassora. 
On this a white 


loader of tli» home had moved the previous 
question, and a number of nogroos, who 
iitatcd that they worn Miro tho claimant!! bad 
not boon elected, rose and refused to vote 
unless debate wan allowed. 
When It is 


remembered that on account of Ilia with- 
drawal of the OounervaUvos them am only 
fifty r.li inombom, or just a quorum, in the 
IIOIIKO, It will bo soon that no ImslnMii could 
ho touched IT on,", mombnr refused to vole. 
Knowing Ililn and evidently wishing to have 


the report of the committee adopted ftt 
once, Ibe while Icadur referred to moved 
that (hose who refused to vote bo called be- 
fore tho bar of the house for contempt. 
Upon Ibis tbo wildest disorder 
ousued. 


Twenty men started to their feet and com- 
menced speaking at (ho same moment. 
Above tho.general confusion could bo heard 
shouts of "You lie, you nigger you" ''Dat's 
not parlimcntary, sab." ''Vou's a wiolatin1 


of the constitution, sah." Tho last remark 
was made by a young and handsome mu- 
latto. Ho hud no. sooner uttered it tbau a 
very blank- man lurueil upon him and ex- 
claimed with uu air of thn utmo.st contempt, 
'•What you knows aboiit the constitution, 
you yellow moke you? You pus-son of un- 
sure parentage, you fchut your fool mouf." 
This caused a loud laugh auiong the negro 
spectators, And was greeted with such ex- 
clamations as "(lolly, but dat nig i:i BOino." 
Jlo'ti the unm for tall;iu', " "You bet," mid 
"To be £ure, honey." 


TilK.Sr. Louis bvs-ri:j[.—Tho abolition of 


tho system of licensing prostitution in St. 
Louis is reported to have brought about 
anything but beneficial results there. Tho 
repeal of this law was attributable to tbo 
bigh moral pressure brought to bear whtii 
Hammond, the revivalist, last Winter had 
worked tho religious people of tbo city into 
an almost pious frenxy. They warred on 
tho law, demanding its repeal without offer- 
ing anything in place 01 it. Tho legislature 
yielded lo tho prcssuro, repealed Iho la^w, 
and,going to the opposite extreme, removed 
the women from all police surveillance,oven 
making punishable the entrance of their 
houses by policemen without a warrant. 
Tbo vice, restricted before to certain locali- 
ties and streets, left its bounds 
with- 


in a week, and 
today there aro said 


to be assignation" houses in every part of the 
city. 
"When tho system went out of opera- 


tion tho 
registration roll contained tho 


names of 700 women. Tho present chief of 
police states that thoro are now between 
1700 and 1800 women oponly and notoriously 
on tho town. Twelve months ago, a girl 
going into a public or lodging building after 
dark was obliged to run extreme risk of 
arrest from tho police; now no attention is 
paid to them whatever. Very noticeable is 
tbe difference in tho number of assignation 
houses. From less than twenty they have 
increased to :!()(). Tho medical fraternity 
of tho city bear witness to the same effect. 
It is even nioro significant that while, ono 
year ago, tho St. Louis newspapers con- 
tained tho advertisement of but a 
single 


"specialist," today they have a dozen. 


Puosrnon BCONX.F. —Tho remarkable qual- 


ities possessed by phosphor bronze entitle it 
to more than passing notice. If all bo true 
that is reported concerning it, an addition 
of extraordinary value has been mado to 
engineering material. But little has been 
said of it publicly until its practical value 
was thoroughly established, and all that wo 
know of its proportions ns an alloy is the 
fact of tho addition of n certain, quantity of 
phosphorus to bronze metal in Iho crucibl 
Tho percentage of phosphorus and how it 
is added and thoroughly incorporated are 
not described, but tho results, so far a! 
known, of critical tests of its durability are 
highly encouraging. 
Unlike brass, or other 


bronzes of ordinary composition, it is capa- 
ble of being drawn out under tbo hammer, 
but singularly enough Ibis treatment, which 
would seem to increase its toughness, does 
not leave it as satisfactory in this respect as 
the crude metal unforgcd. 
Forging in- 


creases tho lorsional resistance of phosphor 
bronze to a marked degree, and renders it a 
formidable rival to steel in this respect, as 
will bo seen from the subjoined statement,, 
which is a record of experiments recently 
set up to test this point. .Succinctly, and 
leaving out tbe process by which tho results 
wero arrived at, a bar of Krupp's axle stool 
resisted f,I'.":'-,O.'O bonds from right to left, 
at a strain of twelve tons, while a bar of 
phosphor bronze resisted 7,."jOO,000 bends at 
a strain of eighteen and a half tons, and is 
not yet broken. A second bar of phosphor 
bronze, smaller than tho steel bar, resisted 
over '2,000,000 bends without rupture. 
The 


metal is very rich in color, closo in grain, 
and bcarr. out all that has boon said of it.

Ho thought he was going 
to Liverpool, but when ho learned that 
Cuba was his destination ho tore his hair 
and raved iu Hpnuish, Detective Davies 
gave him $oO in gold and plied him freely 
with liquor to keep him quiet. The chief of 
police of Havana and the secretary of tho 
captain general of Cuba wero nt the wharf 
when Garcia landed in Havana.

ficient length of time. Butter made by this 
process need not bo handled excepting to 
form into butter pats or rolls

Cleanliness is the one groat secret of the 


making of Rood butter; unless tho house- 
wife pay.* the strictest attention to liltlb 
things — which is the aggregate amount 'to 
great things— she toils in vain and her biit- 
tevcan novar be considered prime. Again, 
t.ha milk-room must bo duly aired, and the 
atmosphere kept sweet. Milk aud cream 
possess a wondrous power of taking lo them- 
selves the disagreeable odors about them. 
The smell of boiling fat will taint milk to 
my taste. The odors of codfish, kerosene 
and thn lik« are often absorbed in tho milt, 
and the housewife puzzles her brain to know 
why her butter does not taste as deliriously 
as Mrs. Thrifty 's, who keeps her milk-room 
entirely free from all other articles. Sue 
would not allow plates of eatables— fried 
doughnuts. giugewaaps, apples, etc.— to lie 
placed uacr the milk pans; for sho imdcir- 
BtcLiid-i Hint their mingled odors will surely 
steal tho sweetness from her butter pat^, 
and the rich man of tho place would instflut- 
ly detect tho change, aud refuse to way tlio 
high rates she charges.

butter is extra care; provided the cows are 
of. good stock aud well fed and cared for, 
that is tho only essential required,

Bridget or Dinah will not attend to it, and 
most likely they cannot do so with judg- 
ment, then take the skimming of tho milk 
into your oirn hands it :nl luaru how much 
more butter, and of what .superior quality;, 
brains can produce.

warm a place. They will seldom be injured 
by frost if kept in the dark, and in tight 
barrels or boxes, whora not subjected to 
frequent changes of temperature. It is th'e 
alternate freezings and thawings that da- 
stroy them, and if placed in a position where 
they will remain frozen aU Winter, and then 
thawed out slowly and in a dark place, no 
considerable injury would rosalt from this 
apparently harsh treatment.
